SHOULD NOT LAPSE 


and mutton markets, 
greatly increase tl 
these meats, 
will never draw a market, but if the 
public were sure ’of getting good 
quality mutton and lamb, the market 
would increase. 

At the present time, the continent 
over, lamb prices are down low. But 
it is a condition that could be altered 
by a raise in quality. Today Cana¬ 
dians consume only about six pounds 
of mutton and lamb per head yearly. 
But there is no reason why the con¬ 
sumption should not be raised to 
twenty pounds or more. 

If every Canadian consumed twen¬ 
ty pounds of mutton yearly thfct' 
would mean about 21)0,000,000 
pounds. This would mean 4,000,000 
lambs and fat sheep yearly, which is 
more than the entire present sheep 
population. 

A great market exists in Canada, 
but it should be developed and it 
should be that home grown lamb is 
available the year round. 


It would be unfortunate if the in¬ 
terest which has been roused in Den¬ 
tal Health in the province and in this 
district were permitted to lapse. The 
campaign recently conducted has 
provided a real starting point from 
which an annual program might be 
billit. ... ~ 

It is altogether probable that if the 
local dentists were approached by 
the School Board, they would consent 
to conducting an annual clinic at the 
schools. i 

In this way one very important 
phase of health history in the schools 
could be charted and referred to. The 
definite relation between teeth and 
general development could be check¬ 
ed. Children and parents also would 
have the annual reminder and infor¬ 
mation regarding teeth. 

In the manifold demands and 
needs of the average family, parents 
often overlook the necessity for reg¬ 
ular teeth examination. But the clin¬ 
ic at the schools serves to arrest the 
attention of everyone.

TARIFF CRAZED 

One sample of the high tariff man¬ 
ia as it works in U.S. may show that 
it can be carried too far. The Senate 
recommends that the duty on lemons 
be raised from 2 to 2 1-2 cents a lb. 
This is for the benefit of the rela¬ 
tively few lemon growers of U.S. 
who cannot begin to supply the home 
market, although their output has 
doubled in six years. Before the 
tariff pf 1922 a crate of lemons ran 
as high as $2.50. Now a crate brings 
$16.00. But the California lemon 
raiser must have still greater profit, 
so the tariff is raised on the Italian 
lemons which must come in to supply 
the demand. This one example of 
increasing tariff is described as a 
“tax on the nursery, the sickroom, 
the hospital.”

The capitalists who bought out the 
Welsh Grape Juice Company did not 
buy a grape juice. They could have 
assembled dozens of factories for 
less money. They bought the adver¬ 
tisement of the name. 

Cyrus Curtis is another who real¬ 
izes the value of advertising. Dur¬ 
ing the worst week of post-war de¬ 
flation, when, the Saturday Evening 
Post carried only eight pages of ad¬ 
vertising, he put $50,000 into the 
newspapers to advertise the Satur¬ 
day Evening Post and his other pub¬ 
lications. The newspapers were 
empty of advertising so he got max¬ 
imum attention and maximum re¬ 
sults when the tide returned. 

Erickson of the Congoleum Com¬ 
pany was another adventurer in ad¬ 
vertising. In the lean years after 
the war when business had jts back 
to the wall, Erickson persiladed his 
fellow directors to sign an agree¬ 
ment to spend $1,000,000 on adver¬ 
tising and to keep on advertising. 
Times remained bad, and to the loss 
of $1,000,000 was added a month out 
go of $100,000 for more advertising. 

When times did pick up, congoleum 
was firmly implanted in rpeople’ 
minds and business forged ahead of 
other competitors so fast that the 
debt from advertising was wiped out 
almost over night.

Farm Garden 

No farm home is complete without 
a garden, but the dry land garden is 
sometimes a problem.

Returns Must Be in by End of April 
Public is Warned 


The Federal Income Tax concerns 
every single individual with an in¬ 
come of $1500 or over, and every' 
head of a family with an income of 
$3000 or more. Returns must be in 
by April 30. This federal tax is a re- 
sult f of the Great War and is consid¬ 
ered a fair and equitable form of in¬ 
surance. 

Although the law is simple, mis¬ 
takes are easily made, and to those 
confronted with problems which they 
cannot fathom, expert advice is the 
simple way out. It guards against 
future correspondence and worry. 

The Dominion Government does 
well to go in for the publicity which 
it has done in the matter of income 
tax returns. There will be a better 
understanding of the law in the mat¬ 
ter of this- special form of taxation 
and a better observance of the regu¬ 
lations. The investment which the 
government has made in publicity 
will be certain to bring good returns.
